(0 MILLION KIP FOR NEUTRALIST NEEDS THIS MONTH. SOUVANNA EXPLAINED 
THIS WOULD COVER NEUTRALIST CIVILIAN AND MILITARY REQUIREMENTS FOR 
PAY AND ALLOWANCES VIENTIANE, PLAINE DES JARRES, PHONGSALY AND OTHF 
NEUTRALIST AREAS. IT ALSO WOULD COVER CERTAIN NLHX CIVIL SERVANTS 
v ; EN 1 IANE WHOM HE TAKES CARE OF. 

I REVIEWED DISCUSSIONS WHICH I HAD HAD DURING rilS ABSENCE WITH 
TIAO SISOUMANG AND GENERAL PHOUM I, MENTIONING ADDITIONAL 20 MILLION 
MADE AVAILABLE RECENTLY BY PHOUM I , AND WE AGREED WHAT WAS NOW 
IMPORTANT WAS ESTABLISHMENT REGULAR MONTHLY PAYMENT BY PHOUMI SO 
THAT KONG LE AND OTHERS COULD COUNT ON MEETING THEIR OBLIGATIONS. 
SOUVANNA WILL SHORTLY BE DISCUSSING THIS WITH PHOUMI AND I INVITED 
HIM TO CALL ON ME IMMEDIATELY IF ME HAD ANY URGENT NEEDS THIS F I EL 
WH-CH HE FELT COULD NOT BE MET EXCEPT l < EXTRAORDINARY MEASURES. 

I THEN REFERRED TO SUPPLIES FOR KONG LE AND AGAIN REVIEWED 
DEVELOPMENTS DURING HIS ABSENCE „ 1 REFERRED TO SUBSTANTIAL QUANT IT i 
OF GOODS WHICH WE HAVE PROVIDED TO PRESIDENCE INCLUDING CLOTHING, 
FUEL, FOOD, ETC., BUT EXPRESSED SOME DOUBT WHETHER THESE WERE MOV IN 
PROMPTLY UP TO KONG LE. I ALSO MENTIONED THAT TWO C-46 PLANES GIVEN 
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LAO GOVERNMENT ONE WEEK AGO HAVE YET TO BE USED. SOUVANNA INDICATED 
AWARENESS OF CONFUSION PREVAILING IN THIS PICTURE AND SAID HE WOULD 
SET OUT TO PUT ALL THESE MATTERS IN ORDER. 

WITH REGARD TO WEAPONS I NOTED AGAIN OUR PROBLEM UNDER GENEVA 
ACCORDS AND ALSO MENTIONED WE WERE IN CLOSE TOUCH WITH FAR TO SEE 
WHAT COULD BE SUPPLIED IMMEDIATELY FROM THAT SOURCE. SOUVANNA SAID 
NEUTRALISTS WERE ALSO CHECKING WITH FAR BUT INDICATED URGENT NEED 
FOR 400 OR 5 OO RIFLES. WE AGREED THAT COL. SENGSOUVANH AND OD. 
MORGAN, USSKD# REQUIREMENTS OFFICE, WOULD LOOK INTO THIS AND OTHER .1 
SUCH QUESTIONS. I NOTED ONCE MORE OUR DIFFICULTIES WITH REGARD TO 
BRINGING IN WAR MATER I ALS BEYOND WHAT WAS SPEC I F I ED IN SOUVANNA » S 
SEPTEMBER 10 AND 15 LETTERS; NEVERTHELESS I ALSO MADE CLEAR THAT 
IN EMERGENCY SITUATION WE WERE BOTH WILLING AND READY TO TAKE EX- 
CEPTIONAL MEASURES. I EXPANDED ON THIS, SAYING AS HE WELL KNEW, WE 
ARE DETERMINED DO EVERYTHING POSSIBLE SUPPORT KONG LE‘S POSITION AND 
HAVE GEARED OURSELVES HELPVlTH SUPPLIES IN MAJOR WAY AND IF NECESSAR' 
1 ON EMERGENCY BASIS. IT WAS NOW UP TO SOUVANNA TO CLEAR THE WAY ON 

HIS SIDE AND WITH MIS OWN PEOPLE IN PRESIDENCE. FINALLY I MENTIONED 
THAT OIR ASSISTANCE TO KONG LE WOULD BE GREATLY FACILITATED IF I 
OR MEMBERS MY MISSION COULD VISIT PL A I NE DES JARRES. HOWEVER'," 
UNDERSTOOD WELL DELICACY PRESENT SITUATION AND HAD REFRAINED 
FROM PLANNING THIS. SOUVANNA PROMPTLY CONFIRMED THIS AND 
SAID PRESENT NOT TIMELY FOR VISITS TO PLAINE DES JARRES. 
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
